Adapting to a New f*astor 

Many of you have extended a warm welcome since my arrival. Thank you! I 
am impressed by the lively sense of community and the strong bonds of 
friendship at OLBH. And you have readily shared those with me. 

Over these first few months, many of you have said in passing, "I know how 
busy you are." You are talking about the non-parish duties on my plate. I am 
grateful for your understanding and patience with how that affects my 
availability. However, I hope that you find that I am accessible. Please let me 
know if I am not responding to your needs. 

It occurred to me that I should explain my other commitments. Perhaps some 
of you do not know what else occupies my time. Decisions regarding the 
construction at Terra Sancta are authorized by me which requires that I have 
ongoing discussions with the architects, engineers, and construction 
management team (MAC Construction). We meet every two weeks, but other 
meetings pop up almost weekly (e.g., bidding the sound system for the chapel, 
finalizing the furniture list for the retreat center, etc.). 

The Terra Sancta project is scheduled to be completed by March 2012. And the 
final months will demand significant attention. Also, we are developing the 
grounds, trails. Stations of the Cross, outdoor altar, fire pits, etc. This work is 
being coordinated with volunteers, and it will continue into the next year. 

I am a member of the Catholic School Board which meets monthly. We are 
planning the transition to the new elementary school, and I met with the 
"Transition Committee" for the school board last Friday. 

Because I was diocesan administrator, the Bishop has asked me to continue to 
serve on a few diocesan boards this year. These include the Western S.D. 
Catholic Foundation, the Diocesan Finance Council, and the We Walk by Faith 
Steering Committee. As time permits, I continue to fundraise for the WWBF 
special appeal. Also, I am a member of the Consulters and Presbyteral Council 
- priest councils which meet bi-monthly. 

I do not like all these commitments which are stressful. They prevent me from 
doing what I would like to do at OLBH. On the average, I spend 20-25 hours 
weekly on diocesan business, and about 35-40 hours on parish ministry. Thank 
you again for being patient with the transition of a new pastor who has other 
commitments. 

Recently, we hired an OLBH parishioner Reeny Wilson as the Director of the 
Retreat Center. She brings wonderful gifts to this work. I am highly confident 
that she will energize this new ministry in our diocese. And I am sure that she 
will lighten my work load!!! PRAY for her as she begins this new venture.
